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PREFACE.

In 1756 a Koyal Warrant was issued directing fifteen 
Regiments of Foot to raise a second Battalion,* and in 1758 
these second Battalions were formed into separate Eegiments, 
the senior half of the oflScers of each rank remaining with the 
old, and .the juniors being posted to the new Regiment, a 
Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, and Chaplain being added to the 
latter to complete their establishment, which dated from the 
2oth June, 1758."f- The Eegiments thus raised were as follows: —

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By Royal Warrant, dated May 25th, 1772, the rank of 
Captain was given to all Captain-Lieutenants, and in 1802 the 
rank was finally abolished. J This rank until then was held by

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the senior Lieutenant, who commanded the Colonel's Company. 
In 1782 a change was made in the title of most Eegiments by 
their receiving county titles with a view to encourage recruiting, 
the 65th Foot being made the " 2nd Yorkshire, North Eiding " 
Eegiment. 

In recognition of the distinguished services of the Eegiment 
in India and Arabia a special Badge was conferred on them by 
George IV., in 1823, the following letter being addressed to 
the Officer Commanding : — 

" Horse Guards, 4th April, 1823. 
'' Sir, 

" I have the honour to acquaint you, by direction of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, that in consideration of the distinguished conduct of the 
65th Regiment during the period of its services in India and Arabia, 
which has been represented through General the Marquis of Hastings, His 
Majesty has been pleased to approve of the Regiment bearing on its 
colours and appointments the figure of the Royal Tiger, with the word 
* India ' superscribed, and also the word * Arabia* beneath the figure, and 
the number of the Regiment, to commemorate the services of the Regiment 
in that country. 

" I have the honour, &c., &c., 

" (Signed) H. Torrens, 

*' Adjutant-General." 

By General Order, No. 60, dated 4th June, 1870, the Eegi- 
ment was authorized to bear the words " New Zealand " on 
the Colours to commemorate their services during the war in 
that country ; and by General Order, No. 10, dated January, 
1885, they became entitled to add the words " Egypt, 1884," 
for their services in the Soudan in the spring of that year. 
The above brief outline of the formation of the Eegiment and 
the distinctions they have won must suffice here, a complete 
history in detail being reserved for a future volume. 

To compile a complete Eoll of the Officers of a Eegiment is 
no easy task, but one which involves long and tedious research 
far out of all proportion to the results obtained ; it is perhaps 
owing to this fact that so few works of this kind, even in an 
incomplete form, have been published. Some idea of the mag- 
nitude of the undertaking may be gathered from the number of 
volumes which have to be consulted, and when it is remembered

that each of the officers 1 as to be tnced year by year, for tlie 
whole of hia service, throi „i al lost every volume. Tlie London 
Gazette from 176G to 1884 cons sta of 173 volumes, and until 
1785 haa uo index ; the A n al Ar ny Lists from 175C to 1868, 
when they were discontinued, comprise 113 volumes; and the 
Monthly Army List from 1814 to 1884, 852 volumes; in all 
upwai-ds of 1,300 volumes. In the Annual Lists there is no 
index previous to 1765, nor to Half Pay Officers until 1789. 
No notice is taken of casualties before 1811, and it is not uutil 
1880 that dates of deaths or resignations are given. Since the 
present Quarterly Army List was first published in 1880, a gi'eat 
improvement has taken place, and these volumes now leave 
little to be desired, all names and dates heing given in full. 
Unfortunately there is a gap between 1868-1880 when no 
Official Annual Lists were published. 

In compiling this Roll no trouble has been spared to render 
lit complete and reliable in every detail, the date of birth, death, 
and war services being given wherever possible to ascertain, an 
amount of detail which has never before been attempted in any 
similar publication. The services of every officer are also traced 
in any other Kegiraents in which he may have served before 
joining or after leaving the 65tb Eegiment, from first to last. 
The various ways of spelling the names of offleei's causes endless 
trouble, especially during the first ai.vty or seventy years. 
Formerly officers were often Gazetted and remained iu the Army 
List for years without christian names or even initials, thereby 
rendering the task of identiScatioa almost impossible. In these 
cases recourse has been had to the original Pay Lists and Muster 
KoUa in the Public Kecord Office, hut even then not always with 
success. The careless manner in which appointments were 
formerly made may be gathered from the following announce- 
ment in the London Gazette, dated War Office, January 10th, 
1767 : — "Whereas many mistakes and inconveniences have 
arisen from the want of an authentic publication of the Cora- 
missions granted to Officers in His Majesty's Army, notice is 
hereby given, that the said Comniiaaions shall, for the future, 
be regularly published in the London Gazette." 

One striking fact is brought to light by this Roll — which is 
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probably but a fair example of all others — viz., the great 
number of changes which take place by officers exchanging to or 
from other Regiments, so that out of 849 Officers contained in 
this Eoll only about 321 have served all their time in the 
Battalion (not counting service in the Militia, Indian Stafif 
Corps, in the ranks, or on Half Pay), the remaining 528 having 
served in from one, to six or seven other Eegiments ! 

Of the sixteen full Colonels, not one had any previous service 
in the Battalion on being appointed Colonel ; and only seven 
officers have served all their time in the Battalion and risen from 
Ensign to Lieutenant- Colonel. 

In my endeavour to render this Roll not only complete, but 
correct, I have to thank several of the officers, both past and 
present, for their assistance, but especially Colonel Lionel Smith 
Warren, commanding the olst and 65th Regimental Districts, for 
his kindness in allowing me to have access to all the Regimental 
Records, and also for correcting and pointing out the errors in 
the proof sheets, which are almost inseparable from a work 
dealing with such a large number of names and dates as the 
present volume contains. In conclusion, I would ask for in- 
dulgence for any mistakes which have been overlooked, and only 
hope that these pages, although they of necessity contain but 
an imperfect record of the various services of many distinguished 
officers, may prove both useful and interesting to ,all those who 
take a pride in the old 65th Regiment.

Aa it may be interesting to record how the Eegiment 
Attained its present title, the following details will perhaps not 
B considered out of place. 
Eiirly in March, 1881, a. Report was presented to Parliament 
pgiviiig the proposed titles for the new Territorial Regiments, 
■&6m which it appeared that the 65th and 84th Regiments, were 
■to be linked together and styled " The Hallamshira Eegiment." * 
The following Circular letter was at once issued to the 
■officers of the Regiments concerned, by an officer of the (now) 
[Srd Battalion, and although the time waa short a large number 
of replies were received, showing an overwhelming majovity in 
favour of retainiug the old title of the 84th, or " York and Lan- 
caster " Regiment, 7iot 07ie vote being recorded/or " The ffal/tiin- 
shire Eei/iment." 

MEMORANDUM. 



"THE HALLAMSHIRE REGIMENT." 
"The Committee on Territorial Regiments have suggested 
the above title for one of the new Temlorial KegJments, to be 
composed of the present — 

" 65th (2nd Yorkshire, North Riding) Regiment, 
" 84th (York and Lancaster) Regiment, 
" 3rd West York Light Infantry Militia, 

Ditto ditto 2nd Battalion. 

"Since the standing Army was first established in IGGO, by 
Charles IL, no reforms on so lai^e a scale and of so important 
a character have been attempted as the proposed organisation

involves, and all officers must feel that, while there is yet time, 
an effort should be made to obtain for our Eegiments some more 
suitable designation than the one proposed. 

"It is most desirable that some title should be adopted 
which will retain the association with the county to which 
they may justly claim to be entitled, on the following 
grounds : — 

" 1. The 65th and 84th are both Yorkshire Regiments, and 
the 3rd West York Light Infantry is not only one of the oldest 
in the kingdom, having been raised in 1759, but is also the 
senior of all Regiments of Infantry Militia. 

" 2. The 14th, on which the title of " The West Yorkshire 
Regiment" has been conferred, is a Buckinghamshire Regiment, 
and the 4th West York Militia, which forms the 3rd and 4th 
Battalions, is one of the junior Militia Regiments in the United 
Kingdom, having been raised in 1853. [The Militia Committee 
(Colonel Stanley's) in 1877 proposed that the 65th, 84th, and 
3rd West York should be styled the * Royal West York.'] 

"3. The 25th King's Own Borderers, which it is proposed to 
call the * York Regiment,' is a Scotch Regiment, and has no 
connection with Yorkshire; and the 5th West York MUitia, 
which is to form the 3rd and 4th Battalions, was raised at the 
same period as the 4th West York. 

" 4. Hallamshire is an ancient Saxon Manor, the name of 
which is almost unknown out of Yorkshire ; it consists of a 
district around Shefl&eld, of which borough it forms part. It 
contains the townships of Upper and Nether Hallam, and at 
the census in 1871 numbered about 34,000 inhabitants. 

" It will thus be seen that few Regiments have a stronger 
claim than ours to a county title, such as every other Regiment 
has, with the exception of a few which represent well-known 
cities, as London, Manchester, and Dublin. 

"Some suitable title for our Regiment could easily be 
found even without disturbing existing arrangements of other 
Regiments, and which would at the same time identify the 
Regiment with the county, which the word 'Hallamshire' 
entirely fails to do.

" The title of ' Hallarashire ' has for a long time been appro- 
rpriated by the 2nd West York Rilie Volunteer Corps, which is 
(generally known as the ' Hallamahire Rifles.' 

" The following titles are suggested : — 

" 1. The York and Lancaster Light Infantry. 
" 2. The York and Lancaster Regiment. 
" :i. The York and Lancaster Rangers. 
" 4. The York Rangers. 

" The first alternative comprises more or less the present 
■desiguation of all three Regiments, viz. : 65th, 84th, and 3rd 
"West York Light Infantry. All the above three Regiments are 
equally interested in the future name of the Regiment in which 
they are to he more or less amalgamated. 

" In the second title proposed, the prefix ' Hallamshire ' is 
■simply omitted, and the old title of the 84th retained. 

" With regard to the last of these titles it may be remarked 
that this title has been borne before. The 'York Rangers' 
were raised in 1803, were shortly after made the ' Royal York 
Rangers,' and were disbanded in 1819. There was also a 
Regiment of 'York Chasseurs' from 1814 to 1819. At the 
present time there is no Regiment bearing the title of ' Rangers,' 
although at the beginning of this century it was a favourite 
title, and borne by several corps ; but there ia a Regiment of 
' Foresters,' and several ' Fusiliers,' ' Borderers,' and ' Light 
Infantry,' &c. 

" It is therefore hoped that all officers wiU join in the 
endeavour to obtain a more suitable name for iheir new 
Begiment. 

" With this object in view, officers are req^uested to sign 
the accompanying form, stating the title (or any other) which 
they prefer, so that the necessary steps may be taken to lay the 
subject before the Secretary of State for War without delay. 
No liability or responsibility ia incuiTed by signing this paper, 
which is issued for the sole purpose of obtaining the opinion of 
the majority of the oflicers of the Regiments concerned, and it 
will be treated as strictly confidential,"
